On October 5, 2009, the Verizon/Alltel Management Trust filed a request for review of certain
Universal Service Administrative Company (USAC) low-income support audit findings against Alltel
Corporation (Alltel) in 2007." The Verizon/Alltel Management Trust seeks review of USAC’s findings
that Alltel: (1) lacked effective procedures for excluding duplicate claims for universal service low-
income support under the Lifeline program from a single address;” (2) claimed Tier 4 Lifeline support for
subscribers not residing on tribal lands and failed to provide Tier 4 Lifeline support to eligible households
on tribal lands;’ (3) sought Lifeline reimbursement for subscribers claimed on other carriers’ FCC Forms
